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ABSTRACT 

A description of the laws and orders that provide 
necessary legal authorization for civil defense activities is 
provided. In addition^ an outline of the responsibilities of all 
governments and the role of the private sector in civil defense is 
presented.

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INTRODUCTION 



Unit 5 Purpose: To describe the laws and orders that provide the 
necessai^ legal authorization for civil defense 
activities; to outline the respgiiaibilltiey of all 
governmerits and the role of the private sector 
in civil aefense. 

Legislation and laws relating to civil defense date back to I916 when 
the Council of National Defense wan eBtahlished by an Act of Congress. 
Immediately prior to and during World War Ii^ extensive civil defense 
activity was authoriaed by Acts of Congress and Residential I^ecutive 
Orders^ but the activity ms abolished when peace was restored. 

The Federal Civil Defense Act of I95O marked the start of a major 
organiaed national effort in the field of civil defense. This Act 
has been followed by a niiBiber of Presidential J^ecutive Orders and 
Reorganizations designed to sharpen the focus of^ and strengthen^ 
the civil defense prograiii. One of these^ Ececutive Order No. 10952 
(1961)3 called for the reorganization of civil defense into its pre= 
sent form. 

The laws and orders which deal with civil defense are important. They 
not only provide the naaossary^legal/ authorfaatlon for "aivil defenBe 
activities g but they also describe its overall goals and the responsi-^ 
blllties of all governments and agencies . ' " " 

Under the democratic form of govermnent which we have^ our laws are 
what our citizens make them to be. Therefore^ it is essential that 
you^ as a citizen^ understand the civil defense goals and governmental 
responsibilities outlined in the Federal Civil Defense Act and other 
legal doeuinents. Then you may actively and intelligently participate 
in and Influence this vital national prograjn.

Section 3-— Excludad Functions 

The following functions of the President under 
the provisions of the Act are excluded from dele- 
gations to the Secretary of Defense made by this 
order and are reserved to the President; 

(a) Those under subsections (h) ana. (i) of 
section 201 of the Act (60 U.S.O. App. 2281(h), 
(i)) to the extent that they pertain to medical 
stockpiles and: food stockpiles. 

(b) Those under the following provision of the 
Act: Sections 102(a)5 201(b), and 402 and Title 
III. 

Section 4— Transfer of Property, Facilitits, 
Personnel^ and Funds 

Subject to applicable law, there shall be hereby 
transferred to the Secretary of Defense such por- 
tion of the property, facilities, and personnel of 
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the Gfflca of Emergency Preparedness^ engaged 
in the performance of tl:^ civil defense responsi- 
bilities herein asiigned to the Secretary pf De- 
fense as shall be agreed upon by the Secretary and 
the Director of the Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness^ together with such portioni of the 
fundi currently available for those purpoiti as 
shall be approved by the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget.^ 

Section S^Reports 

The Secretary of Defense shall annually submit 
to the President a written report covering e^pen- 
dituresj contributions^ activities, and accomplish- 
ments of the Secretar}^ of Defense pursuant to 
this order. 

Section S-^Rtdelegatlon 

The Secretary of Defense ii hereby autiiorized 
to redelegate within the Department of Defense 
the functions hereinabove delegated to him. 

Saetion Amindment 

The Director of the Office of Emirgeney Pre- 
pafednesi V is hereby relieved of responsibilitiei 
under the Act except as otherwise provided here- 
in^ and the provisioni ot Executive Order No. 
10TT3j^ as amended, are amended accordingly.
